A  rotnpauy  engaged  in  .the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  explosives  in  this  city  has  fot 
sale  Dow  small  bombs  about  the  size  of 
frankfurter  sausages,  with  which  it  it 
said  the  fanner  can  bring  dowu  small 
showers  of  rain  wheuerer  ho  sees  cloud* 
over  his  land. 

The  constituents  of  one  bomb  are  di¬ 
vided  into  two  jmrts,  liquid  and  solid, 
which  are  both  Hejmrately  nonexplosive. 
These  can  lie  kept  separate  until*  the 
time  coiiies  to  use  them,  when  they  are 
mi  xi-d. 

The  solid  part  is^hout  an  inch  in  di¬ 
ameter  and  eight  inches  iu  leugth,  and 
is  wrnp]M«l  in  cotton.  These  bombs  are 
placed  in  grooved  tin  boxes,  each  hold¬ 
ing  ten.  A  small  tin  measure,  contain¬ 
ing  tho  liquid  part,  accompanies  each 
box.  It  is  graduated  to  show  the  quan¬ 
tity  needed  to  saturate  the  bomb  to  the 
exploding  point.  -k_ 

Five  or  fifty  boudm  may  be  used,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  amount  of  raiu  needed 
or  the  detonation  required.  How  the
